A very fine 
variety that will grow very large when disbudded. Sept. 

ALABASTER. A very early white of large size and good substance. Slightly 
incurved and will grow 5 inches across when disbudded. Aug., Sept. 

BETTY FERGUSON. Large solid incurving terra cotta blooms. Stiff stems and 
nice bushy habit. Early Sept. 

BRIDESMAID. Delicate blush pink suffused salmon. Large reflexing flowers 
that are lovely. Sept. 

BRONZE EARLY BUTTERCUP. Rich deep bronze with golden reverse. A fine 
incurved variety.
